Gruppo VI P was the technical section of Am^VI and was . 
broadly responsible fp^ the. .provision ^f,: technical notorial for 
the use of the Laohdergruppen,- and also for the supervision of W/T 
communications for the ihnt. At this stage, little information . 
"is available on the' technical Aspects of tho Gruppe as so far 
only one prominent member, of th o -Grupp o r v Dr • SCHAEFFNER , is under 
interrogation* It ’wi'litbb' ■\appr-.ecia.t:bdi‘B6o, that owing to this 

specialised nature of the work, of. , the, Gruppe, information from 
other sources has been onl. v-'-o'nr- v br y ~ gene ra 1 linos. The present 
summary', therefore, is deflMent in^many aspocts and these dofic- 
i/in^ep, cah ,bnly bo rectified when moro of the loading characters 
i^ -tho'^ihappb^havo boon arrested and interrogated. The lack of 
information is confinod not only to tho technical side of tho 
Gruppo but also to its organisational development, information of 
which is still scanty. Tho main. purposo of this publication, 
therefore, is to give a bread outline of tho dovolopraont and work . 
of the Gruppo and a list of tho porsonalitios known to ha vo worked 
at some time for , tho Gpuppe. 



A. Tho Organisational Development ■ of Gruppo VI P. 



1 » Tho Format ion of Gruppo 



The origin of the technical department of Amt VI was a 
somewhat casual 'affair, and it 'should bo borno in mind that in the 
original organisation of tho RSHAr, . Amt I was ros.pons.iblo for tho 
.overall' provision of technical" equipment" for tho who}.Q of the 
RSHA, the competent . Gruppe being Gruppo ,I.G : underStubaf RAUPP. 

The now Amt VI required 'of course a W/T station to establish 
c onraunina. t loins , 7 with 

countrie'S* and i*or this reason a W/T dbpartmbnt was'set up provi- 
ding a central receiving, and;, transmit ting s B;£ ( at icjrjk v at. Grunowald. 

This department was a” pur bly v . technical ono Vtaffod mainly by civ- 
ilian technician^, , and ; whs^placod ,undor .'tho control of -Gruppo VI B, 
sot up with NAUJOCKS as' Grupponloitor, tho Gruppo being described 
as a tochnical soction of tho Amt. 

It was on NAU JOCKS's suggestion that such a soction 
was sot up as ho for saw- that a department which intended io run 
its own agents would require' a section to provido tho nocossary 
materials. It., should be, ram amber ad .toe,- that -the eld Amt III/3 
of the SD-Hadptanitr had no corresponding soction which could provide 
any basis for expansion, nor had NAUJOCKS any tochnical staff * 
already at his disposal. Tho devolopmont of the Gruppo, therefore, 
was rather haphazard and it was not until mi d-1 9,42 ;: t hat it ,was 
finally ostablishad as an important section of tho Amt, with any 
Qstabl&shod organisation and wholly defined functions.

2. The Early En tor-prises - tho Forging of Bank of England Notes: - 



The first .impetus givon to tho Gruppo VI .B : camq in the 
shapo • of a. roquost, or rather ’a demand, from HEYBRICH that-'-' 
NAUJOCKS should proceed with the manufacture of forged Bank of 
England notes to bo used in the Invasion of Great Britain, As 
can bo imagined, however, the Gruppo was quite incapable of 
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meeting this demand, without considerable preparation as no qualif- 
ied staff was available* To most HEJEDRICH's. insistant demands, 
therefore, ' NAUJOCKS. was- able to recruit for his department a . largo 
staff of civilian assistants mainly through the Deutsches-ArbeitaamU 
The whole energies Of the ...Gruppe wore directed to tnis new. enter- 
prise not through enthusiasm for the work; but bo.causo of -HEYDRICH ’s 
intolerant attitude* ■ By the Summer, of 1940 • tho. notes wore in • 
production on. some scale, but the results were not bf- high quality, 
and moreover, the notes were printed in denominations which mado 
them practically. ..useless, for the purpose for which t hoy, we re In- 
tended. 

3 . Tho Dismissal of NAUJOCKS: -- / , 

As a result. of this f ai lure « \NAU JOCKS /wa s dismissed 
from his position as Grupponloitor in tl^ Autumn of 1940.. In tho 
first year of its existence, therefore, tho Gruppo hod achieved 
little of note, but the experience gained in the manufacture of 
the forged Bank. notes was-te prove of some value when the Gruppo 
turned to t.he moro routine task of preparing false identity docu- 
ments and- passports. Tho initial work on such forgeries was 
undertaken by Dr. LANGER, a technical but occontric specialist 
from - Vienna, Awhom: MU JOCKS -had Tdcruitod 'when the 'Gruppo- was. first 
formod. . Meantime,-, as a rosult of NAUJOCKS's dismissal, his deputy 
Stubaf FURHMANN acted as- Gruppenloiter. .. • The Gruppo, however, 
remained a small one and the period until tho Summer of 1941 can 
only be regarded as a period of training for tho Gruppe itself. 

4« ; " Tho 'Organisation in 1941* -' 

By early 1941 a completo reorganisation of the Amt was 
under consideration and reached the length of being drafted on 
paper. * This paper organisation dated early 1941 shows .that 
Gruppo VI B was destined to become VI P with Stubaf RAUFF as 
Gruppenleiter and. Stubaf FURHMANN a-S his- deputy. RAUFF/ as 
mentioned in Para 1, was tho Gruppenleiter at that time of Gruppe 
I G and it is. not certain that ho ever did in fact become. Gruppen- 
leiter of Vi F. It was not until later in the year that tho 
reorganisation- of Amt VI finally took place when Gruppe VI B did 
in fact become VI F with, however, Stubaf DOERNER as- Gruppenleiter. 
The internal organisation. of tho Gruppe at that timo is uncertain 
but it is probably that there wore - apart from the W/T section 
at Wamsee - at least three other sections, ono‘ doaling with Admin- 
istration, the other two 'dealing with 'Secret Inks under Dr. SCHAM- 
BERGER and the. other under' Stubaf KRUGER dealing -with forged 
documents. Thoro is little indication,- however; the : Gruppo was 
either active or efficient in its work at that time, the- vofy 
Opposite is in fact the- case if tho testimony of Dr. ■ LANGER can 
be taken as authentic. - ' 

5* Reorganisation in Summer : l942 :- v-' '• 1V : .

Tho first "ma jor reorganisation of -Gi*uppe Vl F took 
place in the Summer of 1942, ' the immediate reason being- HITLER *s 
direction that the production of sabotage material should bo 
undertaken on more serious' linos, and as VI F 3 had previously 
been the sourco of such material for Amt VI, the-' new activity 
was centralised. in VI F. Side by side with this increased 
interest 1 in '.sabotage material was the- creation of a-- now Ref ora t. 

VI F/O (Unternohmon- OTTO) which was created to deal With 1 ' the 
actual training of sabotage agents and which was also responsible 
for their dospatch to various countrios. Untornehmon-OTTO is 
dealt with in detail in Part B, Paragraph 2. Tho creation of 
this Roforqt led to conflict, with .the. Laondorgruppen as.: this 
assignment to VI F. had the rosult that that Gruppo cut across 
the work of tho remaining Laondorgruppen. ’ 
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At the same time greater attention, was paid to the W/T 
.jpect of Amt VI work, and as the Amt. under SCHELLENBERG with the 
support of HIMMLER was at that time taking a now lease of life 
and greatly extending its activities, more centralised and ejepan- . 
dc-d W/T service became necessary. For this reason the Havol 
Institute whs created, becoming a separate reforat known from then 
on as VI F (H). 

6. Organisational Structure of Gruppo VI F in 1942 :- 

Details of the organisational structure of' Gruppe VI F 
at this time are not clear, and there appear to have been frequent 
modifications between 1942 and the end of 1943» The following chart 
is however probably approximately correct

The connection botwoon VI.F 2 and VI F 6 in the above 
chart- is not clear:- Stubaf GOTTLOB left the Gruppe in the course 
of 1943 to go oh a special mission to Portugal when the Referat 
was probably dissolved. ' VI F 2 was' absorbed in August 1943 by 

VI F (h). • 

VI.F 7' Was a new departure for the Gruppe: the -Referent 

Stubaf FEHSEL had been previously Reforont VI A 8, which in the 
years 1940-42 represented the reference library of Amt VI. In 
April 1942 this library was transferred to VI F to become VI F 7 
with FEHSEL as Reforont and Hastuf LANGLOTZ as. his assistant, . The , 
library was finally transferred to" Gruppo VI G under KRALLERT at" 
the end of 1943* 

With this new reorganisation the Gruppe considerably • 
increased 'in personnel, while VI F 3 and VI F 4 greatly intensified 
their own branches of work. The' activities of theso two Reforate 
are dealt with in Part B, paragraph 3 and 4» 

7. R eorganisation in September 1945 :- 

The agent training undertaken by VI F -was stopped in 
September 1943* the sabotage functions passing to the new Gruppe 
VIJ3. As a result of this- change tho Gruppo underwent, a simpli- 
fication in its internal structure, the breakdown being as follows:-

8.. . Absorption of the Abwehr in Simmer 1944:- 



In the. Spring of 1944 Stubaf DOERNER was posted as ic 
to an S3 Corps on tho Eastern Front. No Grupponlei tor was immed- 
iately appointed in his place as tho fusion of tho Abwehr with 
Amt VI was at that time under consideration. When the absorpt- 
ion did take place Qberstl tn.~7 cB0ENI NG of tho Abwehr was placod 
in Joint command of G ruppoJ Vl’F ah'd~of .■ - Abt ellung Mil E and Mil G 
the section^ of the- "Abwahr ) 6 o rr o sp bridi rig to G~ruppo VI F in 
Amt VI. The organilirtiofi of .Gruppo VI P was not materially 
affected, VI FI and VI P 2 being responsible for tho Havol Insti- 
tute, VI F 3 and 4 continuing their previous functions. 

Tho only subsequent modification was tho creation in 
ohe Spring of 1945 of a new Section, VI P (BPN), the Boschaoft- 
ungstollo fuor Nachrichtengeraet, a section under Hastuf STECKHAN 
whoso intended responsibility was the provision of intelligence 
apparatus to VI P (H) and Abt. Mil E. 



The Functions of Gruppe VI F Roforato. 



1. The Havel Institute:- 

. Wansoe Institute 1939-42 : •• 

The Havel Institute wap created in September. if 1942 on 
the- orders, of .HIMMLER himself as the general situation of Amt VI 
W/T communications was unsatisfactory. It became known as Roforat 
VI F (H) of Gruppe VI F. Previously the first ‘Contra 1 receiving 
station of Amt VI had been sot up in December 1939 at Grunewald in 
Berlin, at that time tho hoadquartors of Gruppo VI B under 
NAUJOCKS. , Early in 1940 tho W/T section of VI B transferred to . 
Wansoe. and became known as tho Wansoo’ Institute/’ maintaining a 
comparatively small staff of technicians and nominally Under tho 
control of NAUJOCKS. Tho staff of tho Institute under Oschaf 
WERNER and a toleprint section undor Hastuf REDLIN. 

b) Creation of the Havol Institute., in 1942:- 



The now Havel Institute created in 1942 was much extended 
in functions and personnel: tho Letter of tho now Roforat was 

Stubai^IEPEN with Hastuf^SCHAEPPNER as his dopdty. Tho section 
took over a new radio no t-work**hamod 'Netz B ' , a national network 
comprising all tho auxiliary W/T- stations set up within the Reich, 
itself, in addition to tho already existing Netz 'A* which con- 
trolled tho foreign stations* In addition : .^ 3 even Abtoilungon 
were sot up within tho Referat itself, details „of which are^givon 
below. SIEPEN remained in command until Decombor 1914 when he 
was replaced by Stubaf^AHROSS, but SCHAEFFNER -remained as deputy.

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c) W/T Stations in the B-Netz ;- 

The following W/T stations in Germany came under the 
control of the Havel Institute 

Near Berlin, acting as the alternative 
station for the Havel Institute itself, 
but also communicating with outstations 
in Norway* 

Near Danzig, communicating with Northern 
Europe. 

Near Prague and communicating with South 
West Europe and the Balkans. 

Station in Czechoslovakia communicating 
with the Balkans.

Near Nurenburg, responsible for communi- 
cations with Italy. 

In Bavaria. 

In Baden, responsible for conrouni cat ions 
with Prance and Western Europe. 

Apart from the recognised B-Netz described above, efforts wore made 
at the end of 1944 to set up alternative w/T stations to replace the 
Wanaee station in case of the evacuation of Berlin. Stations were 
constructed at TEGERNSEE in Bavaria and at HALL near Brunswick. 

A further station was constructed in 1945 on the instructions of 
FAHROSS at GROSSGESCHWENDA in Thuringia. 

d) Schools Controlled by tho Havel Institute 

In addition to being responsible • for the maintenance of 
Amt VI W/T communications, the HaVel Institute also trained radio 
personnel and W/T. agents of Amt VI, to whom it supplied tho necessary 
radio equipment. For this purpose 4 schools wore maintained by the 
Havel Institute as follows :- 

Tho Lqhnitz School,, noar Potsdam 
Tho Harzburg School, near Braunschweig 
The Pansdorf School, near Luebeck 
The Wans eo School in Berlin. 

In addition to running the above schools undor its diroct control, 

VI F (H) also supplied technical staff to tho various schools run by 
the Laendergruppen themselves, such as tho VI B schools at Paris,, the 
Hague, Stuttgart etc. 

e) Organisation of VI F (Hh - 

The Havel Institute itself was organised into seven 
sub-sections covering tho different functions which t : he Institute 
had to perform. Details of this organisation are given below.

Belgrade area. The ..Dienstelle 1000 however had only a brief 
period of existence 'and was soon dissolved.
